CHAPTER 236

AN ACT to create 218.01 (3) (a) 21 of the statutes, relating to observ-
ance of the Sabbath by automobile dealers.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly,
do enact as follows:

218.01 (3) (a) 21 of the statutes is ‘created to read:

218.01 (3) (a) 21. Being a dealer who keeps open his place of busi-
ness on Sunday for the purpose of buying or selling motor vehicles; but
nothing in this subsection shall apply to any person who conscientiously
believes that the seventh day of the week, from sunset Friday to sunset
Saturday, should be observed as the Sabbath and who actually refrains
from conducting or engaging in the business of buying, selling or offering
for sale motor vehicles, or performing other secular business on that date.
